A Niagara Regional Police 
officer and two Fort Erie men 
have been charged with what 
police call a “large-scale 
smuggling scheme” to bring 
cheese and other food items 
into Canada from the United 
States. 

Const. Scott Heron, a 
39-year-old member of the 
Niagara Regional Police, was 
charged with conspiracy to 
commit an indictable offence, 
breach of trust. Both allega¬ 
tions are Criminal Code 
offences. He was also charged 
with Customs Act violations, 
including making false or 
deceptive statements, having 
illegally imported goods and 
smuggling. 

Niagara Regional Police 
announced the charges 
Thursday, four days after 
news reports surfaced that 
there was an internal investi¬ 
gation into allegations that 
police officers had been 
involved in smuggling 
cheese.

Chief Coplen said that 
when planning fire 
department needs long 
into the future, you take 
into account future devel¬ 
opment and where it's 
expected to happen. 

He said it took a while to 
get the firefighters excited, 
because the need for a new 
hall has been on the books 
for a long time. Fort Erie 
hasn't had a new fire hall 
built in 40 or 50 years. 

"Now that they see there's 
bricks and mortar, they're 
getting pretty excited," he 

Because of its proximity 
to the Fort Erie Railroad 
Museum, there was some 
initial opposition to the fire 
hall's location, he said. 

It was decided that the 
fire hall could also comple¬ 
ment the look and feel of 
the area by being designed 
as a period fire station, he 

Builders are putting 
stonework and a clock tower 
on the building to make it 
look like a fire hall from the 
early 1900s. 

Coplen said that they are 
also integrating the railroad 
museum and the firehall 
with walkways.

Resident urges town council to re-consider cell phone tower site 


Dear Editor, 

This coming Monday, 
October 1, there will be a 
Council Meeting at the 
Town of Fort Erie regard¬ 
ing the proposal of a cell 

east of Centralia Ave. It is 
at this meeting that we, 
the residents of Oakhill 
Forest will be given the 
opportunity to address 
the Town Council to voice 
our concerns. 

At stake is a mature 
woodland, surrounded by 
wetlands, with 6 mile 
creek running close by. 
This is part of the 
Carolinian Forest. 

Any diverse and mature 
woods is of the highest 
importance to the Town of 
Fort Erie. It takes over 200 
years for land to have the 
natural diversity that this 
woodland has. Over 60% 
of all trees are going to die 
in the next 20 years and 
therefore it is our respon¬ 
sibility as the care takers 


of our Forest to watch over 
them and stop unneces¬ 
sary development. 

The Niagara River cor¬ 
ridor Conservation action 
plan of February 2010 
states that the recom¬ 
mended core of a wood¬ 
land area should be at 
least 200 hectares (500 
acres) in size. Did you 
know that there are no 
forest patches south of 
Niagara Falls that fall into 
this category. It states that 
restoration of fragmented 
areas and creation of con¬ 
nected networks and cor¬ 
ridors could help to 
improve these small forest 
patches. This is why we 
need to preserve this 
beautiful wood land. This 
site, designated as an 
"intake protection zone" 
and surrounded by regu¬ 
lation wetland, is not a 
responsible choice by the 
applicants and would be a 
completely irresponsible 
choice by council. 


Wetlands are crucial to 
flood control and for pro¬ 
viding habitat to count¬ 
less species. 

Any disruption to this 
ecosystem would be cata¬ 
strophic to the whole. 
There is too much at stake 
here to not take action. 

I would like to encour¬ 
age Town Staff and Town 
Council and Fontur/SBA 
and Wind Mobile to re¬ 
consider this site. 
Co-location is an option. 
In fact the federal govern¬ 
ment - Industry Canada - 
encourages cell providers 
to do so. With this prop¬ 
erty being owned by the 
Town, our Council has the 
opportunity to do the 
responsible thing and say 
no to the destruction of 
this vital bio-diversified 
forest. Stewardship and 
future conservation is the 
correct way to move for¬ 
ward.

Centre model focuses on 
the root causes of what 
makes individuals and 
communities healthy, or 
what prevents them from 
being healthy. We combine 
healthcare services offered 
by doctors and nurses with 
health promotion and 
community development 
services. 

We are a hub of health 
care programs and servic¬ 
es, a one stop shop it’s 


often said, for many of your 
health care needs. 

That’s the elevator 
speech. Truth be told, if 
you are really interested in 
knowing what a Community 
Health Centre is, you need 
to hear some stories about 
how our clients lives have 
been touched by a model 
of care that has been trans¬ 
forming lives for over forty 

Take Alex’s story, for 
example. 

Alex became a client 
after being without a fami¬ 
ly physician for years. He 
was employed his entire 
adult life until he grew ill 
and ended up losing his 
job after taking too many 
sick days. A sudden change 
in income meant that he 


was no longer able to afford 
his apartment and was 
forced to move into a small 
room with no fridge to 
keep food and no stove to 
prepare meals. He was 
diagnosed with cancer and 
treated for other undiag¬ 
nosed, but treatable ill¬ 
nesses. On days when he 

the clinic for an appoint¬ 
ment, our nurse would 
make a home visit. 

Worse, Alex had no fam¬ 
ily or friends to offer him 
support. Needing trans¬ 
portation to his cancer 
treatment, and with his 
income source falling into 
default due to incomplete 
forms that he was too ill to 
submit, a Community 
Health Worker stepped in 


to sort out the paper work, 
to be by his side before and 
after his surgery, and to 
make sure he was connect¬ 
ed with a Canadian Cancer 
Society volunteer driver 
program so he could make 
his way to Hamilton for his 
cancer treatments. 

That was over one year 
ago. Thankfully, Alex’s 
cancer is in remission now. 
He receives the income he 
is entitled to and has made 
some friends through a 
social drop-in group at the 
Health Center. The 
Community Health Worker 
continues to support Alex, 
guiding him into more 
suitable housing, one with 
a kitchen so he might pre¬ 
pare his own meals. 

If you ask Alex, he would 


share his gratitude. He 
might also share that he 
doesn’t really need a kitch¬ 
en, in an apartment, in a 
building, because all that 
costs money. 

If he decides to make the 
move, Alex has found com¬ 
passionate people who will 
keep an ear to the ground 
for him. If he has a kitchen, 
he’ll be invited to partici¬ 
pate in a Let’s Get Cooking 
program. Either way, they 
will be there doing what 
they can to make Alex’s a 
life a little better, a little 
richer.

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Committee probing issues plaguing Niagara 


> Regional 
Councillors 
met last week 
to discuss some of 
the problems they 
feel the region is 
currently facing. 


The problems with 
Niagara were aired like 
dirty laundry Thursday 
with members of a com¬ 
mittee on governance 
narrowing their focus on 
two soiled items. 

The feisty discussion by 
26 Regional councillors 
about what they believed 
is wrong with the Region 
— from parochialism to 


poor communication — 
led to a vote on the two 
problems they’d like to 
tackle first. 

Confusion over service 
delivery and inadequate 
communication and co¬ 
ordination topped the list, 
with Regional staff now 
preparing a report on the 
two issues. 

But the problems cited 
were far more far-reach¬ 
ing and councillors placed 
most of the blame on 
themselves. 

“We’re strangled by 
parochialism," said St. 
Catharines' Tim Rigby, 
the first councillor to 
launch into the discus¬ 
sion. He said he was hope¬ 
ful they'd act as one com¬ 
munity some day but it 
could be another 12 


Teal said they had to get 
over the idea of "one 
Niagara” and parochial- 

“There’s no such thing 
as a community of 
Niagara. There never will 
be,” he said, telling others 
to "Get over it.” 

Welland Coun. George 
Marshall said he didn’t 
have a problem with paro¬ 
chialism because there 
are ways around it. 

But he said the contin¬ 
ued examination of the 
perceived governance 
problem was a problem. 

“The biggest problem is 
we're having this meet¬ 
ing.” 

The discussion was led 
by Rod Hollick of T.R.

"It’s pretty surreal,” she said. 
“I used to come to Thorold just 
to watch soccer games with my 
grandpa and my uncle was a 
big soccer guy as well - he used 
to be a coach here - so other 
than my family ties, this area is 
a big soccer bed and it’s amaz¬ 
ing to come home and be able 
to meet fans that watch me 
play. It’s definitely a big hon- 

For the Club Roma girl’s soc¬ 
cer coaches and board mem¬ 
bers, having an Olympic ath¬ 
lete visit the club and mentor 
the young girls is an extremely 
positive occurrence. 

As the club only continues to 
grow, attracting girls from 
Thorold, St. Catharines, Niagara 
Falls and throughout the 
region, these types of events 
are likely to continue each sea- 

"It’s big for our club because 
these girls need role models 
and our girls have been very 
pumped up to meet Melissa 


Tancredi,” said Club Roma girl’s 
coach Clayton Rosario. 

Girl’s soccer is on the influx 
and the Club Roma program is 
getting stronger each season, 
Rosario adds. 

"There’s been an increase in 
girls soccer due to the success 
of the women’s program at the 
National level," he explained. 

"We have a very good techni¬ 
cal program here at Club Roma, 
which is what these girls need 
to progress in the sport.

The Club Roma program 
offers training to girls as early 
as age three and continues into 
a more structured program for 
the older ages. For Rosario, 
soccer is an easy sport to get 
involved with and one that can 
lead to bigger and better things 
down the road. 

“It’s a very cost effective 
sport. You're always active and 
always moving, so it keeps you 
in shape,” he offered. “These 
girls really develop a passion 


for the game and, if they stick 
with it, they can get their post¬ 
secondary education paid for 
through soccer." 

As for Club Roma’s program 
specifically, the experienced 
coaches and dedicated staff 
make it one of the best pro¬ 
grams in the region, according 
to coach Claudio Gervasio. 

“We’re attracting girls from 
all over the region and it’s 
because people recognize that 
this club has the right people 
involved; the right coaching 
staff and the right people on 
the board,” he said. "Club Roma 
is booming right now - for boys 
and girls soccer.” 

Gervasio adds that the pro¬ 
gram currently has four girl’s 
teams, but next year they hope 
to expand it to seven teams. 

He encourages girls to get 
involved with the club as it 
continues to grow.
